“All other remaining colonial 
territories in Asia and the Pacl- 
fic will eventually .attain self- 
rule and in due time indepen 
dence.

Earlier today, the Dutch-Indonesian round-table 


conference reached a compromise agreement 
on the status of New Guinea, which was be- 
lieved to be.the last major stumbling block 
to agreement between the Dutch authorities 
and the Indonesian Republicans. 


Informed quarters said both 
sides agreed to accept in 
principle the United Nations’ 
compromise solution, which 
would provide for the pre- 
sent status to be maintained 
for another year. During that 
time, negotiations would be 
continued in an effort to find 
a mutually satisfactory solu- 
tion. 

The Dutch insist on keeping 
New Guinea under direct Dutch 
rule maintaining that great 
differences exist between its 
economic position and that of the 
rest of Indonesia. 

The Indonesians want to ine 
clude the island in the, Federal 
of Indonesia, A com- 
promise agreement on New 
Guinea appareatly left only one 
lesser issue .to be solved. This 
involves the demand of some 
East Indonesian population 
groups who are mainly Chris- 
tian——particularly ‘the Mirehasia 
and Ambon—to install a separate 
system of self-Zovernment by 
plebiscite. The Dutch favour 
their demands, but the Indo- 
nesians have voiced strong dis- 


1 approval. 


Democretie State 


The constitution was pub- 
lished on the eve of the, clos- 
ing of the round-table con- 
ference. It heralds the ‘birth 
of a “democratic state of 
federal structure” out of what 
was formerly the string of 
island colonies known as the 
Outch East Indies. 

A new State government, come 
plete with a Chamber of Repre- 
sentatives and Senate, will be in- 
stalled before the end of the 
current year. The state will have 
a national flag of red and white 
and the national anthem “Indo- 
nesiaraja” (Indonesian People). 

The new state also will have 
“Behasa Indonesia” as its own 
common language.

The President will be elected 
by representatives of various 
svates and will appoint—in co- 
operation with these representa- 
tives—the Premier and Cabinet 
Ministers. The Minister of De- 
fence, Foreign Affairs, Internal 
Affairs, Finance and Economic 
Affairs and the Premier will be 
authorised to take decisions in 
case of urgency without consult- 
ing other Cabinet members. 


Free Elections.- 


The Senate represents the 
Federal States and consists of 
two members for each state to be 
appointed by the Sizte govern- 
ments, The Chamber ‘of Repre- 
sentatives numbers 150 members, 
one-third of whom will be named 
by the Jogjakarta Republie and 
two-thirds by other states. The 
Chinese minority will have. nine 
representatives, the European six 
and the Arab three members in 
the chamber. 

Within one year free and 
secret general elections must ‘be 
held in all Indonesia’ to form 
chambers of -representatives in 
all states, which will appoint a 
new Federal Chamber 
Senate. This Chamber and the 
Senate together—but both with 
a doubled number of members— 
will then work out 
constitution.
